HANDICAPPED MEN 
SPECIAL SUBJECT 


Many Men Are Unable to 
Give 100 per Cent. 
Service 


OTTAWA, Nov. 26.—In a state- 
went handed out Saturday after- 
noon by Col. Ralstore, chuirnan 
pf the royal cominission on pen- 
sions and re-establishment, the 
scope of the second phase of the 
rommission’s enquiry is dealt 
with. 


Preparing Report 


The initial phase, an investigation 
Into certain charges made by the 
Great War Veterans’ association 
against the board of pensions com- 
missioners has been completed and 
the commissioners are now engaged 
(n preparing their report upon it. 

The scope of the inquiry, which 
will now be conducted by the royal 
tommission, is now indicated undor 
a number of headings in the state- 
ment. In the first place it will re- 
ceive suggestions “as to any improve- 
ments in the method of procedure 
whereby Canadian ex-servive men 
may apply for pensions and treat- 
ment,” and aleo as to -“procedure 
whereby the ex-service men may sub- 
mit an appeal from decisions as to 
pensions and treatment.” 

Secondly, the jcommissioners will 
“hear evidence as to the needs of 
fiischarged handicapped men of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force and 
as to the means of making suitabie 
provision for them, apart from any 
definite executive provision which al- 
ready exists.” ) 

What Types Are Included 

Indicating thamenaing of the term 
“handicapped men,” the statement 
puggests those whom real ‘old age has 
rendered unfit for employment on 
the open labor market; those prema- 
turely old from causes either arising 
out of or intimately associated with 
pervice; those handicapped by sevore 
physical disabilities which are the 
result of deformities, amputations, 
etc.; those with some chronic condl- 
gion due to service, but who are not 
nubercular; nervous cases, in whole 
or in part due to service; the tuber- 
cular and those who, owing to various 
other causes due at least in pert to 
service, are unable to give any fixed 
occupation the same extent of effici- 
ency as is expected from a man ono 
hundred per cent fit. 


Western Grain at 


Mercy of Storm 
On Great Lakes 


PORT ARTHUR, Nov. 26.—With a 
heavy northwest wind sweeping Lake 
Superior, navigation was today sus- 
pended for the second time within a 
week. In Port Arthur hagbor vessels 
foaded with thousands of bushels of 
western grain are swinging at anchor 
dn response to storm signals and 
warnings by wireless of heavy seas 
running “outside,” 

Practically all the steamers whiich 
Joaded over the week-end have been 
anable to move. A wireless r2pcort 
received at midnight tonight from 
vessela at anchor off White Fish 
Point, the haven of storm-bound 
skippers, says heavy gales from the 
morthwest with flurries of snow ar, 
keeping the upbound fleet in shelter. 

It is estimated that between tho 
head of the lakes and the 3.0 up- 
wards of 60 vessels are either at an- 
chor or proceeding slowly and care- 
fully through the storm. 


Palm Cafe is 
Out of Game; 
Result of Blaze 


The Palm cafe which recently re- 
opened on Jasper east, was completely 
gutted by fire ef unknown origin eerly 
Sundey morning. An unknown person 


gave the alarm at 5.00 o'clock and 
when Nos,.1 and 2 stations arrived 
under the direction of Fire Chief Davis 
the flames had a strong hold on the 
two storey brick building. Four lines 
of hose were employed. 

All the stock was spoiled by emoke 
and water and all the cafe fixtures 
burned completely. 

Thomas Paulos, owner, stated thet 
he left the cafe at 4:30 when every- 
thing appeared to be in order, and 
added that $45.50 was missing from 
the cash register which was saved. 

The cafe is insured for $10,000. The 
building which is owned by Mra. Hum- 
berstone is also insured but the exact 
amount is not known at the moment. 

Cause of the outbreak is being in- 
vestigated by the local police,

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DEATH LIST FROM ST. BONIFACE 
TOTALS TEN; CAUSE UNKNOWN 


WINNIPEG, Nov, 26,—Ten lives be- 
tleved lost, a ecore of students in- 
jured, and damage approximating one 
million dollars resulted from the des- 
truction by fire early Saturday morn- 
ing of St. Boniface college, the inatitu- 
tion conducted by the Jesuit Fathers 
in the (ty of St. Boniface. Only one 
body has been recovered, so far, but 
ite charred condition renders the 
identification impossible, 

How the fire originated is still in- 
definite, but the rector, Rev. H. 
Bourque declares he was awakened @ 
few minutes before two o'clock by 
some loud noise, which is ascribed to 
an explosion, and he atepped out of his 
room on the main floor, he found the 
eastern eection of the bullding burning 
and full of amoke, eo that he wag un- 
able to reach the telephone in the 
front lobby and had to arouse the 
house by a hand bell and an electric 
gong. The rest of the faculty respond. 
ed, seeking the dormitories to arose 
the sleeping students. 

The injuries received by students 
and members of the faculty in jump- 
ing from upper windows, consist of 
bruises, cuts and some minor fract- 
ures. The more serious cases were 
rushed to the St. Boniface hospital,

Unable to aasist their’ companione, 
Maud Grainger and Marton Bailey, 
mombere of the ill-fated ekating party, 
etood on strong ice near the brink of 
the fatal air hole and watched one of 
the unfortunate girls in her desperate 
and unsuccessful struggle for life. 
Maud Grainger and Marion Bailey, lem 
than five minutes earlier, fought their 
way to eafety after immersion through 
the treacherous ice. 

Both Giris Go Throagh 

Marion Bailey was precipitated into 
the water when the girls were return- 
ing from a ekate up the western 
branch of the river. The Grainger 
girl rushed to her rescue, and she too, 
was plunged into the water after she 
had drawn her companion to eafety. 
Miss Bailey's cries attracted the atten- 
tion of Alice Lord, and the two girls 
were finally hauled back to sound ice. 

Three minutes later, the girls arriv- 
ed at Second avenue bridge, where one 
of the girls, who was drowned, was 
etaging her last desperate fight to get 
to safety, “Come towards us,” they 
called to the etruggling girl. “I can't,” 
was the reply, and a few seconds later 
thegirl sank beneath the surface.

Murder Starts in Calgary 
Court at o’Olock This 


Morning 


CALGARY, Nov. 26—Emil Piccar- 
{llo and Mrs. Florence Lassandra, of 
Blairmore, will appear before Mr. 
Justice Walsh and jury in the crimin- 
al section of the supreme court to- 
morrow on a charge of having mur- 
dered Constable 8. O. Lawson, of 
Coleman. Mrs. Lassandra arrived 
from Fort Saskatchewan on Sunday 
afternoon in charge of Constable 
Morariaty of the Bellevue branch of 
the Alberta Provincial police. 

From Lethbridge 

Piccarrillo was brought from Leth- 
bridge Friday evening. Both of them 
ere lodged at the provincial police 
barracks here. 

The trial will commence at 10 o’- 
clock in the morning and is expected 
to last several days. 

A. A. MacGillivary will conduct the 
prosecution while J. McKinley Cam- 
eron will handle the defence. 

Constable 8. 8. Lawson, military 
medalist, was shot to death in front 
of the A.P.P. detachment at Coleman 
at 7:10 on the evening of September 
21. Forty-eight hours later, Emil 
Piccarillo, known throughout the 
Crows Nest Pass as “Emperor Pic” 
and a woman named Mrs. Florence 
Lassandra were arrested and charged 
with the crime. They were committ- 
ed for trial before Magistrate Gresh- 
am of Blairmore on a charge of mur- 
der, September 25. 


Bonar Law Will 
Give Canadians

LONDON, Nov. 26,—(C.P.C,)—Hon. 

. C, Larkin, Canadian high commis- 
sioner, when interviewed yesterday 
said that Boner Lew’'s intention to cal 
an imperial economic conference 
shortly, showed a broad and enterpriz- 
ing epirit on the part of the prime 
minister. Such a conference undoubt- 
edly would encourage trade and 
induce an interchange of manufactur- 
ed goode and bring Canada into still 
closer union with the motherland by 
improving the markets for the produce 
of her paper mills, !umber trade, 
orchards and farms. 

Mr. Larkin emphasized the fact that 
Canada had taken a leading place in 
promoting imperial trade by giving 
Great Britain a preferential tariff, but 
that there was atill room for further 
co-operation.

Dr, 
Haywood eaid that during the four 
weeke this fall he was lecturing for 
the klan in Penneylvania, more than 
600 applications for membership were 
received from residents of Canada and 
the British Isies,

A Chance To Advertise 


Toronto is holding its first win- 
ter stock show, and claims that it 
is the biggest event of the kind on 
the continent. There are said to 
be 1,200 horses entered, 1,000 
dairy cows, 496 beef cattle, 706 
sheep and 600 pigs. It is to be 
hoped that the prairie provinces 
are well represented in the rings 
and pens. Hitherto the attention 
of western stockmen has been 
largely attracted to shows across 
the line, where their exhibits have 
met the best produced in the re- 
public and have brought home a 
very creditable share of the prizes: 
As Canadian stock is now pretty 
well shut out of that country by 
the new tariff, the commercial in- 
ducement to show there is less 
strong, and the need to build up 
the prestige of western stock in 
BHastern Canada is corresponding- 
ly greater. The west produces 
stock of all kinds good enough to 
show at Toronto or anywhere else. 
These are times when quality 
counts and when the best prices 
are none too good. So favorable 
an opportunity of letting the east- 
erners see what the west has to of- 
fer is too important to be over- 
looked. 


England Is England Still 
Britain’s first and only com- 
munist member of parliament has 
lost no time about letting the 
country know what he wants to do 
to it. He is an ‘‘apostle’’ of Len- 
in, glories in the fact, and open- 
ly proclaims that he is trying to 
bring about in England what has 
happened in Russia. And he is 
taking the right means to accom- 
plish that end if he could get his 
plans translated into action. His 
policy is to take money from those 
who have it, and distribute it 
among those who have not: There 
is no surer way than that to kill 
the incentive to industry, stimu- 
late the desire to loaf, cripple pro- 
ductive enterprise, destroy the 
moral code by which a civilized 
society exists, and start the classes 
fighting like wolves over a car- 
cass. But that this particular 
apostle will get very far on the 
road to ovtatien is not to be 
supposed. More likely he will get 
into jail. His kind only get at- 
tention in England now becaus 
times are desperately hard for th 
poor. The old land badly needs a 
revival of business. When that 
comes the communist agitator will 
cease to be a menace, if he can 
even continue to be a nuisance. 
There are exceptions of course, as 
there are in Canada, but in the 
main Englishmen are neither des- 
tructive revolutionaries nor flighty 
theorists. They do not want to 
live by robbing their neighbors, 
aud have sense enough to under- 
stand that the result of that would 
only be to bring universal impov- 
erishment: They want to earn & 
living. Those who accept ‘doles 
from the etate only do so because 
necessity compels. When employ- 
ment gets more plentiful the apos- 
tle will cease to get attention and 
may even have to go to work un- 
less Lenin keeps sending along 
the remittances.

Members of the Saskatchewan

It might be 
to the advantage of the Saskatche- 
wan Co-operative Elevator com- 
pany to lease its elevators to a 
wheat board holding confiscatory 
powers over the western wheat 
crop, but that hardly entitles it to 
demand that every prairie farmer 
shall be reduced to the status of a 
Russian serf:

The Cardiff coal mines are shut 
down—have been shut down since 
Tuesday morning by order of the 
U.M.W.A: The boiler house and 
wash house of the Banner mine 
were burned down on Thursday, 
and with great difficulty the tipple 
was saved. This puts the Banner 
out of business for some consider- 
able time, whether it was ordered 
by the U.M.W A. or not. 

Cardiff is about 22 miles north 
of Edmonton, on the E.D, & R.C. 
branch of the C-P.R. and on a 
short branch from the Athabasca 
line of the National railways. 
There are three operating mines, 
the Alberta, the Cardiff and the 
Banner. ‘The three mines employ 
from two to three hundred men 
and have an output of about 1,200 
tons a day. Having competitive 
railway service the mines are op- 
erated successfully. The pay roll 
is from $1,500 to $2,000a day and 
with freight and teaming charges 
added the output of the three 
mines adds approximately $4,000 
a day to the business of the dis- 
trict. The coal sells at from 30 
cents to $3.50 per ton at the mine. 
The demand was light during the 
summer and the miners worked 
short time. Recently they have 
beén working full time, as they 
generally do at this period of the 
year. 

A large proportion of the miners 
are homesteaders or prospectors, 
as well as miners: The opportunity 
to work in the mines in the winter 
fits in very well with their home- 
steading in summer. They do not 
belong to the U.M.W.A. The strike 
of the U.M-WA last summer did 
not affect the Cardiff mines, which 
were in operation whenever there 
was a market for the coal 

Recently the executive of U.M: 
W.A. district 18, which includes 
Alberta and Eastern British Co- 
lumbia, decided that Edmonton 
domestic mines must be brought 
under the control of the organiza- 
tion, and announced that a strike 
would be called. Last week several 
of the operators received a letter 
from Calgary instructing them to 
meet Mr. Sherman of the U. M. W. 
A, at the Macdonald hotel, Ed- 
monton, on Monday last to discuss 
the unionization of the Edmonton 
mines. So far as heard from none 
of them attended. 

On Tuesday morning Nov. 21st 
when the men working in the Al- 
berta, Cardiff and Banner mines 
went to work as usual they were 
met by a strong force of so-called 
pickets, who by persuasion and 
threats caused the men of the Al- 
berta and Cardiff mines to return 
to their homes. The Banner 
miners disregarded the pickets 
and went down into the mine to go 
to work. The pickets then sur- 
rounded the shovellers working at 
the pit-head and made them quit 
work, As the work underground 
could not go on if work above 
ground ceased, the manager, Mr. 
Gilliland, called the men out of the 
mine. 

On Wednesday thirty men of 
the Banner mine came_ to work, 
but a force of pickets by intimida- 
tion prevented them from going 
down. Work was then ordered for 
Thursday and police protection 
asked for from the provincial gov- 
ernment. On Thursday the mine 
buildings were burned. 

On Wednesday the Alberta mine 
attempted to employ ‘nen to re- 
move some spare trackage in the 
mine, but the men were forbidden 
to work by U.M.W.A. pickets, The 
management then declared the 
mine closed until further notice. 
The Cardiff mine is also closed 

There was no strike at Cardiff. 
There was no dispute between 
miners and operators. There was 
no union organization. The miners 
wanted to work and the operators 
had work for them to do, The 
U.M.W.A. with loeal headquarters 
at Calgary and central headquar- 
ters at Indianapolis simply decid. 
ed that the Cardiff field should not 
be operated; proceeded to enforce 
their decision by bringing out- 
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siders who were not miners to 
threaten the men who wanted to 
work with bodily damage if they 
dared to do so. :

The nineteenth century has been an 
a> of peaceful invasion and conquest 
an age of invasion by invitation 


Thirty-four millions of immigrants en 
tered the United States, Emigrants 
from the British Isles have bulit ut 
the great British Commonwealth. Th, 
impulse behind the world's grea es! | 
migration has been chiefly economin, 
Distress or fear of distress or the hove 
of greater advancememt have been the 
motives which have animated the ail 
lions who have faced the dangers of 
the seas and risked new jife in new 
worlds, 

The modern period of emigration 
begins with the close of the Napol- 
eonic Wars in 1816. The way has been 
prepared for the great movement of 
peopys by the early emt jrancs from 
Sco‘land, aml from srelaid, and by 
the United Empire Loyalists who ret 
tled in Canada after the War of In 
dependence, \ 

To undersiand§ this emigration 
movement a study must be made of 
the social conditions in the country 
from which the emigrants are coming 
The effect of the Napoleonic Ware 
was to create an unnatural state of 
tffairs in ¢he social life of Gret Brit- 
ain, The introduction of machinery in 
manufacturers had already caused 
considerable disturbance, and the 
war made matters worse, The war 
had caused the need for greater pro- 
duction and had diverted production 
into war channels, and had disturb 
ed the normal life of the country. 

It was an age when men had al- 
most implicit faith in the sah 
pawer of things to right thes le 
Consequently little effort was mad 
to keep the country fru 1 driting inte 
octal chaos, 

Population had increased rapidly 
during the war. With the end of tie 
war the need for production ceased 
and there was much unemployment. 
In addition half a million soldiers 
wore discharged from service to flood 
the already overcrowded labor eae 
ket. 

During the war the price of agri- 
cultural produce was high and the) 
farmers greatly increased the capital | 
invested in their land. Much of this 
borrowed at a,time when the value of 
money was low and interest rates 
were high, After the war the price 
of agricultural products fe}l as much 
as 50 per cent. Consequently it was 
impossible for the farmers to employ 
as much labor as formerly. 

The inflation of the currency and 
the soneequemt depreciation in the 
value of money caused serious distur- 
bance in the financial wirld, which 
had ils influence on trade and indus- 
try, and consequently on employment, 

It was held that the only way ta 
improve social conditions was to get 
rid of the surplus population, By set- 
tling the unemployed in the colon- 
jes they would become ,producers in- 
stead of mere consumers, The ex- 
Pense of removing them would be leas 
than that of supporting them. A 
scheme of state-aided and state-direct 
ed emigration was recommended, but 
was not adopted. People were allow: 
el to find thelr own way out of the 
country as best they could, 

The social conditions in Ireland 


had an important effect on emigrat: 
fon at this time. The Irish laboreca 
moved in hordes to England and 
Scotland. Their standard of life was 
lower and they tended to depress tie 
standard of life of the English and! 
Scottish laborers, and also caused 
greater unemployment. The problem, 
was how to divert Irish emigration to 
the colonies or to the United States. 

There was little emigration to Aus- 
tralia because the setlements there! 
were still penal and the cost of the, 
passage wag high. A sel4lement was 
made in western Australia which fail: | 
ed owing to the unsuitability of the 
settlers for pioneer life and the scat- 
tering of the settlers over toojwide an 
area. 

This haphezard method of emigrat- 
{on was criticised by Wakefield who 
hald that this undue dispersal of set. 
tlers was caused by the ease with 
which land was obtained, He opposed 
the free grant of land, and recom- 
mended the sale of land at a prica 
based on the labor needs of the set- 
tlement. Lack of Jabor was the great: 
est hindrance to success becaise the 
laborers could get land too easily. | 
Having to pay for land they would 
have to work to get the money nee | 
essary, The funds obtained from ine] 
sale of land should be used to bring | 
laborers to the setilemeit, He at. | 
tributed the success of the United} 
States to her method of #l ng sand} 
by auction. In Canada the Clergy Re- 
serves had proved to be one of the) 
greatest barriers to success because 
they made the construction of roads 
difficult and also caused a wide dis-

The 
call affects nearly 500 stockholders, 
many of whom are positively unable 
to meet the claim. The liquidator 
has power to extend the call to any- 
one who held shareg within the last 
twelve months. Many who held these 
shares just prior to the declaration 
of the company’s insolvency attempt- 
ed to unload them by offering them 
for ten shillings per share to anyone 
who would take them up. Only a few 
months previously these shares (four 
shillings paid up) were changing 
hands at ten pounds each,

poration meeting was-adjourned last 
evening in consequence of the execu- 
tion of Erskine Childers.
